BRUSSEtS, April 24.—Gen. Boulanger, Count 
Dillon and six other members of the Bou- 
langist party left Brussels for England at 7 
o’clock this morning. They appeared to be 
gloomy and dejected. No crowd witnessed 
their departure, nor was there any cheering 
orenthusiasm. The party sailed from Ostend 
at 9 o’clock. Two hundred persons were 
present on the pier, but the departure of the 
Boulangists was taken amid the same silence 
as that which prevailed st Brussels. M. Henri 
Rochefort remains in Brussels, although it is 
reported that he will shortly be expelled from 


the country. 
AT DOVER. 


Lonpow, April 24.—Gen. Boulanger and party 
arrived at Dover this afternoon.

A MATTER REQUIRING BOTHETACT AND 


TASTE. 


What Generous People Will Buy for Others 
and Not for Themselves— Examples and 
Suggestions—A Halo of Delicious Ham- 
bug Surrounding the Custom of Present- 
Making. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Present-giving is not confined to stated 
periods, and Christmas is not the only time of 
year when pursestrings are untied. But some- 
how the idea of giving is associated with the 
excuse the holidays afford, and wedo not 
think much about presents unless spurred by 
the sense of obligation or the payment ofa 
debt. Nevetheless, there comes a moment 
when necessity or generous impulse says: 
Choose something as a memento for your 
friend! Ifthis would-be giver is rich, half 
the battle is won; if the recipient has all he 
needs of this world’s goods, the task is brist- 
ling with difficulties requiring much tact and 
taste to overcome. But generous men are not 
always rich men, andas it isthe generous 
who chiefly give, a present for another person 
of the same sex must be discreetly chosen. In 
the first place it must have some reason for 
being. Men do not makeeach other costly 
presents out of the whole cloth, so to speak. 
And, above all, it must be of intrinsic merit. 
Nothing cheap will do. They buy cheap 
things for their own delectation, but their 
gifts must be and usually are costly. Perhaps 
only one man out of a thousand is smitten 
with the divine spark of generosity. But he 
will give for the pleasure his remembrance of 
them gives his friends. It is the free, out- 
spoken practical witness of friendsbip, of good 
fellowship, but how often does such sentiment 
influence the rank or file of well to do humani- 
ty? Motive is not always behind the cheerful 
giver, for in spite of cynics there are those 
who love to recognize a kindness which has 
been shown in some substantial testimonial. 
Its spontaniety is like the bouquet 
of a glass of wine, the fragrance of the flower, 
and it makes one ashamed of having doubted 
the possibility of the existence of genuine 
good will. In the rare exception, is found all 
the excitement and pleasure of selection; the 
cohsciousness that the souvenir will be wel- 
come isitsown reward. Rich men who have 
to make presents are weighed down with mo- 
tives, good, bad and indifferent, and with ob- 
ligations which a costly gift professes to un- 
load. Insuch cases society must not look 
beneath the surface, or be too curious about 
impulses; itis just as well to credit people 
with generous ones, and will save lots of 
trouble in the end.

THE NEW BISHOP OF FOND DU LAO, 


Father C. C. Grafton’s Career in Boston 
and His Founding of a Monastic Order, 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The election ofthe Rev. Charles C. Grafton 
to the Bishopric of Fond du Lac, Wis., may 
be considered a victory for the advanced rit- 
ualistic or high church party of the Episcopal 
Church. Although the majority of the House 
of Bishops consenting to his election may 
have been small, yet the fact of his receiving 
any majority indicates increasing sentiment 


favorable to that branch of the church 
of which the reverend entleman is 
an acknowledged leader. Father Grafton, as 
his parisioners and others call him, is in the 
aw of life, probably less that 50, although 
II health has made him appear older than he 
is. He is a member of a wealthy old family 
of Boston, and has been rector of the Church 
of the Advent in that city for years. It is 
said that in boyhood he was one of its choir- 
isters, and has thus grown up with the 
church. 

Being in sympathy with the ‘‘Oxford’’ or 
‘*Tractarian’’ movement in England, which 
has resulted n such a powerful revival in 
the mother church, Father Graiton has spent 
much timein England with the leading rit- 
ualists there, and about twenty years ago, in 
conjunction with Father Benson of England, 
he founded the Order of St. John the Evan- 
gelist. a communistic religious order of men, 
admitting priests, termed fathers, deacons, 
called brothers and lay or associate brothers. 
All property was put into a common fund 
and the members lived together, drawing 
money only as needed for living expenses 
and expending the balance for good works. 
Scripture wages (food and clothing sufficient 
for daily needs) was the only salary required 
from the people whom they served. 

The-idea and plan of the society were 
Father Grafton’s, but by mutual agreement 
Father Benson became its head and all funds 
were put into his hands. It is said that 
Father Grafton put 5150, 000 into the treasury. 
After the expiration of a certain time, or when 
a certain number of American members had 
entered it, the order was to be divided and an 
American branch was to be established, to be 
independent of but affiliated with the English 
society. Thethree yows—poverty, chastity, 
and obeditence—were exacted of its mem- 
bers, and when fully admitted the ob- 
ligation of celibacy was taken for life, 
this being similar to taking the black veilina 
sisterhood. Members of the order took charge 
ofthe Parish of the Advent, under Father 
Grafton as rector and Father A. O. A. Hall, an 
English priest, as assistant rector, with a 
clergy house on Temple street and, later on, 
on Staniford street. In order to obtain funds 
to complete the new church on the back bay 
Father Benson, acting for the society, pur- 
chased the old church on Bowdoin street. 
When thetime came for tbe organization of 
the American society Father Benson ob- 
jected and serious difficulty ensued, for a 
time threatening the peace of the parish of 
the Advent and wy oe A resulting in the with- 
drawal of Father Graham from the order and 
the division of the society, the majority of 
the vestry of the Advent voting to retain 
Father Grafton as rector. The society re- 
moved to the new church, just completed, 
leaving the old church in charge of Father 
Halland his confreres, who conducted sev- 
ices in it as the mission church of St. John the 
Evangelist, a comparatively small number of 
+ 2 of the old parish remaining with 

em. 

The Sisterhood of St Margaret, which was 
working in the parish, felt the effects of the 
schism also, about ten of its members. with- 
drawing to form anew sisterhood under the 
direction of Father Grafton. One of the espe- 
cial works of this new order was etual 
prayer before the altar in its private chapel, 
one sister relieving another so that prayer 
should continually ascend. 

Father Grafton is greatly interested in the 
work of Sisters of Charity, and one of his best 
known books is calied ‘*Vocation,’” treating 
of the call to the life of the sister. 

In manner he is gentle and kindly, and tol- 
erant of the opinions of those differing from 
him. While not zealous in aes tage he ts 
earnést in his religion and wins the deep re- 
gard of those who go to him for spiritual di- 
rection. He will undoubtedly win the hearty 
support of his diocese.

THREE RULES THAT MAY BE LAID DOWN AS 
IMPERATIVE. 


A White Gown, Neck and Arms Closely 
Covered anda Vell to Be Worn—Where 
Simplicity Should Reign There Is Now a 
Formidabie Amount of Elegance. 


Ifancy there are hardly more than three 
rules which may be laid down as imperative 
for a bridal costume, says the New York cor- 
respondent of the Boston Herald. One is that 
the gown shall be white. The next is that 
arms and neck shall be closely covered. The 
third is that a veil shall be worn. Orange bios- 
soms obtain—to use the popular word—and 
have obtained since Eve, denied the fabric of 
aloom, wrought her—so says the legend—a 
gown of the orange blossom petals, and there- 
with charmed Adam afresh. Yet, Eve to the 
contrary, a nineteenth century union is legal, 
and all that, though the blossoms be omitted 
or a substitute found. Simplicity should 
reign, but it doesn’t—Eve to the contrary, 
too. Instead of a trembling, shy bit of girl- 
hood coming veiled and shrinking unto her 
eager groom, instead of a maid in simple robes 
of virgin white, shrouded closely in a jealous 
veil, a creature so wrapped in shrinking 
maidenhood that her bold lover feels a new 
impulse to care for and protect her forever— 
instead of this, the bride of to-day bears down 
upon her immaculately-shirt-fronted lord, a 
shimmering billow of self-assertive satin. 
She is crowned, not hidden, by a veil that 
surges all over and waterfalls everywhere 
except over her face. Her arms are full of a 
big tree of orange blossoms tied with yards of 
ribbon. Thus, I say, she swoops upon him, 
and—so has it been confided to me—scares the 
life nearly out of him. Oh! ft is all changed 
now. He is the shrinker, and no wonder! 

Isn't a bride arrayed in such a formidable 
lot of elegance as is worn now-a-days enough 
to cause a weak-minded groom to yell for 
help. How is he ever going to get it all to the 
altar? Probably, when he ‘‘asked her,’’ 


she drooped and sighed, and was as sweet and 
dependent and shrinking as any lovely woman 
is liable to be under such circumstances; but 
now, a man might be excused for bolting right 
out of the back door of the church when he 
realizes he has got to run the risk of being 
swamped in his lady’s train before he and the 
train are one. Grooms these days are inciined 
to weak-mindedness, The entire situation is 
the woman’s. No matter how big and hand- 
some a groom might be, he could not, as he 
knelt beside such a gown, look 
much more important than might a 
stick of licorice in an avalanche. Ivory 
ottoman silk, front draped in rich em- 
broidered liase, sash tied at side with a bunch 
of orange blossoms, the ends caught with ail- 
ver oats; collar, cuffs and revers of bodice of 
same silver embroidery;a long court train 
witnarucheofnil. Think of getting married 
to all that. Think of a groom peeping through 
the vestry door and seeing acourt train with 
22 of nil shoveling his bride toward the 
tar! 

Even for the bride, Iam told, getting mar- 
ried is an awfulordeal. While the responsi- 
bility, anguish and awkwardness of the pri- 
vate performance of asking is all his, the en- 
tire weight of the public performance of get- 
ting smoothly, gracefully and elegantly mar- 
ried seems to rest upon us. He does his 
asking with no one to criticise him but us. 
He may belimp, knock-kneed and neryvous— 
his hands may shake and his voice quake, but 
it must be confessed that we are inclined to 
make allowances. Besides, we can, if 
necessary, help him along if he gets so 
tangled that he stops. But at church every 
eye is upon us. If he gets tangled, you can’t 
do anything but whisper darkly that, if he 
doesn’t brace up, you won't marry him at all, 
and that is as likely to reduce him toa condt- 
tion of complete incompetency as it is to in- 
spire him with courage togo on. If here he 
sticks, it is disastrous. Ob! the sense of 
double responsibility is awful for a bride.

and lover even fade for the instant, and you 
only remember that you aré about to sort of 
put your foot into it without quite knowing 
how deep it is—then you get the kind of panic 
which at the theater would be called stage 
fright.

The bodices have a directoire sort of 
ruching down the front that the prevailing 
fashion may be deferred to. Their hats are 
turned up with green and trimmed with 
Ivory. They carry each a great bunch of lilies 
of the valley, tied about with sash ribbon, 
and they wear, besides, gold chain bangles, 
gifts of the bridegroom. 

Fine—fine—fine! is it not, the great church, 
the blare of the organ, the crowds, the gor- 
geous dresses! It sets an old-fashioned body 
to remembering a dark little church whose 
stained windows are shadowed with ivy—a 
low throbbing organ—a few closely gathered 
friends and neighbors, an old preacher whose 
hands baptized a few years back the girl that 
now stands to be married. She wears a white 
frock that drags a little atthe back, and but- 
tons simply to her throat; over her face a veil 
that is neid on her drooped dead bya wreath 
oforange blossoms. A bunch of the same 
flowers she holdsin hertwo trembling hands 
beneath her veil. Some tears are dripping 
quietly under the veil, too. She is very 
happy, and very, very much frightened, and 
for amoment wishes she were one of her sim- 

ly gowned bridemaids, no one of whom, 

owever, could be mistaken for her, 
for their straight frocks are in some 
soft color, and they carry bright 
flowers. The groom is nervous, too, of course, 
but dear mel he does not look or feel a bit 
more like a piece of licorice than does his 
little bride like an avalanche. Old-fashioned 
folks, reading of poy weddings nowadays, 
wonder a little if the drooping, half-crying 
little bride of thirty years back—but why — 
comparisons. It is all the same thing whether 
done in satin and shine, in a big fashionable 
cathedral, with all the world“ to look at you 
and your dress, or in meekness and muslin in 
a little village church, or in a hack and a 
hurry, with a bonnet, oid pone and a hastily 
secured license to add dignity to the cere- 
mony, it’s all the same—and whether or not 
content and happiness go out of cburch to 
follow the pair will—dear old chestnut that it 
is!—of course depend, not on the dress, but 
on the girl in the dress.

He is 
sure to recall to your mind some little blue 
serge Or gray cashmere or pink gingham in 
which he caught you such a moruing, and in 
which you looked lovelier to bim than any 
fine dress—bridal gown included—has ever 
been able to make you look since. White 
velvetis softer looking than the satin, but 
then it is heavy, especially ifone be married 
in warm weather, or if one is a wee slight 


thing. 

I think it would bea good idea if a set fash- 
ion were adopted as the — thing forever 
for brides—just as the color has been settled 
upon. A Gretchen dress, for instanee, with

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The most interesting question which the 
Democrats in the Missouri Legislature 
have to decide is whether they will allow 
the Democracy of Missouri to be mounted 
and ridden to overwhelming defeat as the 
Democracy of St. Louis were, and by th 
same ambitious, unscrupulous and short- 
sighted politician. 

This is all there is in the fight over 
liquor legislation. It is not a question of 
high license. We already have higher 
license than any other State in the Union 
—higher license than has ever’ been en- 
forced anywhere else in the world—with 
local option to crowd the limit to the ut- 
most wherever public sentiment will en- 
force prohibition or exact the last cent of 
license which the traffic will bear. 

The Deering bill, which the State ad- 
ministration and its organs are trying to 
force through the Legislature, is nothing 
but a device to give the Governor con- 
trol of the saloon and brewery influence 
in politics in the principal cities of the 
State and to make that influence his de- 
pendent and active tool in politics. Itis 
to enable him to fasten upon the Democ- 
racy of Missouri a bossism as odious as 
that which downed the city Democracy 
last November. He will use it to make 
himself Senator or Cabinet officer in the 
next Democratic administration and will 
use it with fatal disregard of the interests 
and supremacy of the party, just as he 
used his power as Mayor to down Democ- 
racy in St. Louis and make himself Gov- 
ernor. 

If the Democrats of the General Assem- 
bly do not wish to see their ascendency in 
Missouri sacrificed on the altar of this 
man’s personal vanity and folly they will 
sit down heavily on his leaders in the 
Legislature and on their Deering bill.

GRABBING STREETS. 

When corporations get a footing in the 
streets of a city they begin to act as if city 
streets exist only for corporations to oc- 
cupy and to fight over regardless of pub- 
lic convenience, individual rights or the 
interests of the community. 

They assume the right to maintain un- 
sightly and dangerous nuisances. They 
meddle with elections to get ‘‘pulls’’ on 
city authorities, and they rely upon the 
use of ‘‘boodle”’ to prevent the passage of 
ordinances restricting their encroach- 
ments or abating their nuisances. If they 
want a street that has not been given to 
them they seize upon it under color of 
any sort of permit, knowing that posses- 
sion is a great advantage in a contest 
with the public. They stand upon the 
thinnest technicalities and compel the 
city to abide all the delays and expenses 
of prolonged litigation to recover public 
property seized for private use. 

Mayor NOONAN does well to adopt a rule 
of extreme caution in dealing with these 
concerns, and the Municipal Assembly 
can hardly be too cautious in hedging 
with safeguards every franchise or privi- 
lege affecting the use of streets by corpo- 
rations. Mayor GRanT of New York City 
has set an example that should be fol- 
lowed in other cities until all other cor- 
porations learn the lesson so emphatic- 
ally taught to the electric companies 
which refused to remove their wires and 
poles in obedience to law. 

The ‘‘game of grab’’ by which the 
Transfer Railroad Co. is trying to shut 
out the Merchants’ Bridge connections is 
a case showing how regardless of the pub- 
lic welfare these corporations can be, and 
how boldly aggessive they are in assum- 
ing and maintaining positions from which 
a natural citizen would be ejected with- 
out delay or ceremony.

THAT was rather a tough game the Ad- 
ministration tried to play on Judge Don- 
HAM. His resignation as Comptroller of 
the Treasury was not accepted, but was 
held over his head while the Attorney- 
General insisted on his approving bills for 
$63,000 of extraordinary election expenses 


presented by Federal Supervisor DavENn- 


PORT of New York City. The supposition 
seems to have been that the approval ofa 
Democratic Comptroller was necessary to 
whitewash the scandal of this transaction, 
and that DURHAM, seeing the accounts in- 
dorsed O. K.“ by President HaRRIson, 
would also see that he could retain his 
position by rendering this kind of ex- 
traordinary service.

A BEEF inspection bill which permits 
Chicago dressed beef to besold every- 
where in the State except in cities of 5,000 
inhabitants or over is plainly not a sani- 
tary measure dictated by regard solely to 
the health of the people. A large ma- 
jority of the people of Missouri live out- 
side of the ‘‘protected” cities, and are 
left unprotected from the sale of Chicago 
beef. The bill which the Missouri House 
has passed by a vote of 76 to 45, with nine- 
teen not voting, is simply a bill to givea 
monopoly of the beef trade to local 
butchers in all cities of 5,000 inhabitants, 
and to deprive beef-eaters in those cities 
ofthe benefit of competition in the beef 
trade. But as it is an obvious attempt to 
erect an unconstitutional barrier to free 
trade between the States, the United 
States Courts willmake short work of it.

THERE seems to be a wonderful lack of 


brains onthe Democratic side at Jeffer- 
son City since a self-styled New Democ- 
racy” horned asidethe ‘‘Bourbon De- 
mocracy” with a great flourish of trum- 
pets.

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‘DR. HENRY TRURO BRAY SAYS IT EXISTS 
IN ALL DENOMINATIONS. 
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He Cites Instanées of Preachers Who Have 
Come to Aim and Confessed They bid 
Not Oredit the Doctrines of Which They 
Were the Exponents—What He Himself 
Believes, 


This morning Rev. Henry Truro Bray re- 
ceived from Bishop Tuttle a certificate of his 
deposition from thé ministry. It was ad- 
dressed to ‘‘Henry Truro Bray, LL. D.’’ Dr. 
Bray acknowledged its receipt at once, ad- 
dressing his brief communication to Daniel 
S. Tuttle.’’ i 

Dr. Bray was seen at his residence, No. 2820 
Walnut street, shortly after he had sent 
Bishop Tuttle an acknowledgement of the 
certificate, and when asked what would be his 
future career, said he had no definite 
plans. He mighttake up the practice of the 
law, possibly enter the literary field. He had 
received several letters, since the publica- 
tion of his letter to the Bishon request- 
ing that he be deposed, from persons 
who wished to prescribe a course of future 
action for him. One man wanted 
him to start out with him as a iecturer to 
abolish religious superstition by explaining 
the Bible scientifiically, and at the same time 
crush Ingersoilism. He had also received an 
offer to go to Central City, Mo., and take 
charge of a church there. 

A great many, said Dr. Bray, think my 
course an astonishing and shocking one, but 
my views are simply those heia by the Broad 
Church of England, which is a most potent 
factor in the Episcopalian religion. You

A Bold Robbery. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 24.—The Chronicle- 
Telegraph's Findlay (O.) special says: About 
10 o’clock last night four masked men en- 
tered the residence of Mrs. Sertell and at 


the point of revolvers compelled the old 
lady to give up 00, all of her 
savings. They took their departure after 
warning the woman that if she raised any 
alarm within an hour her life would pay the 
forfeit. This she faithfully observed, al- 
though a half dozen male boarders were 
asleep in the rooms above. The whole job 
was done in less than fifteen minutes, and no 
clew was left by which the robbers could be 
followed or apprehended.

Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Has One of the Three 


Richest in the World—Mirrers, Exquisite 


Marbles and Frescoes Combine to Make 


It Ideally Beautifal—Those of Mar@uand, 
Howell Osborne and Others.

With their marble 
and onyx, their crystal and silver, they are 
like tales out of the ‘‘Arabian Nights. They 
seem to be the culmination and epitome 
of our material prosperity. Somebody 
has saidthat the three ideal bath-rooms of 
the world are those of Marie Antoinette at 
Fontainebleau so recently, of Mme. Daniel 
Wilson at Chenonceaux and of Mrs. Wm. K. 
Vanderbilt. Butthat of Marie Antoinette can 
claim pre-eminence, Artists have raved over 
it, lovers have dreamed of it, poets have sung 
it, and architects have copied it. It has 
evolved more print and more eloquence than 
all the rest of the historic pile. The walis 
literally exude romance. The Empress Eu- 
genie endeavored to link her name 
with the charmed spot, but the 
ruthless French effaced her monogram and 
the verses she wrote on a glass panel they re- 
moved entire, It in fact not only inspired 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s bath-room, but the one de- 
signed for Mrs. Seward Webb in her father’s 
house. Marie Antoinette’s bath-room is a 
series of three rooms: or, one room in three 
divisions. Of these, one overlooks a garden; 
the middle connects with bedrooms on either 
side; the third is an alcove in which is the 
bath. The first two rooms are hung in silk, 
with beautiful paintings over the doors, the 
celling is in relief and colored with soft rich 
tints. 
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THE TUB-ROOM 
is panelled in marble, and the tub, which is of 
marble, is set in the wall and fed by swan’s 
necks and heads of solid silver. Back of the 
tub is a large mirror, and this mirror is 
painted over with dimpled little boys—why 
always boys noone knows—pelting one an- 
other with fowers. Mirrors are set also in 
the ceilings as ponds like crystal lakes amid 
the soft Louis XVI. garlands. Imagination 
can scarcely go further than this reality, in 
which beauty is reflected and multiplied, and 
in which isinextricably mingled the figure of 


the fair and luckless Queen. 

The splendor we have, the romance we will 
havetodo without. In fact, in this busy, 
— 1 age, the imagination carries 
one too near the ludicrous to be unleashed. 
The late Mr. Vanderbilt was no nymph. No 
more is Mr. Marquand, nor Mr. Robert Garrett 
and other rich men who have bathrooms 
panelled in mirrors and wreathed in morning 
glories. Intwoofthe Vanderbilt bathrooms 
the featureawf the mirrors is doubled. In that 
of Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt’s house now attached 
to the guest room, the wood used is the lus- 
trous silken satin wood and the wainscoting 
the wardrobés and the bath are lined 
with Mexican onyx which repeats 
in greater beauty the tints of the satin wood. 
The doors are panelled with mirrors to the 
floor. Above the wainscotting the wall is 
overlaid with small beveled mirrors and these 
are carried up to and over the ceiling. Veil- 
ing these thousand eyes is a filmy network of 
lace painted on the mirrors, but parting above 
in order that cupids may peer — — What 
would Mr. Mitchell’s Persian have thought of 
this pretty fancy? 

MRS. W. K. VANDERBILT'S BATH-ROOM 

is even more ideally beautiful. In fact, Mr. 
R. M. Hunt, who is the architect of the house, 
has done nothing more absolutely perfect. 
The room has a high marble walinscotting per- 
fectly plain tothe top, where there is a band 
of incased ornament traced in gold. The walls 
above are panelled in small bevelled mirrors 
separated by bands fof gilt — Over 
these are painted apple blossoms, Ering 
sprays laden with bloom. The ceiling is 
modeled in Henry II. ornament for the bath 
connects with a Henry III. bedroom, and is col- 
ored in cream anc gold. The color harmony of 
this cream, pink and gold caught here and 
there and echoed by the mirrors is one of the 
triumphs of latter day decoration. Beneath 
all this beauty isa tub cut out ofa solid 
block of marble with carved mouid- 
ing of scaliop shells. The faucets are swan 
heads and breasts of solid silver and at the 
head of this fi is a niche 
in which is p that fair 
figure of a bather with her tunic lifted and 
about to step into the bath, by one of Coyse- 
vox brothers, sculptors in the days of Louis 
XVI., and the original of which is in the 
Louvre. A warble siab resting on fabled 
creatures is the only piece of furniture in the 
room. 

The Chenonceaux bath-room is the inspirer 
of other New York bath-rooms —— 1. 
nificent, as those of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt and 
Mr. Marquand. No chateau in France is 
richer in memories than Chenonceaux. It was 
begun by Louis XII, for Anne of Brit- 
tanny. Hither the gallant Henry II. 
brought’ the fair widow Diana de Pol- 
tiers who was ousted after a time by the 
strong minded Catherine de’ Medici, who 
coveted this gem of the valley of Loire. For 
two centuries Chenonceaux has not been 
State property and its fortunes have been 
brilliant but vagrant.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


The House Passes the General Appropria - 
tion Bill—Senate Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCR. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 24.— The House had 
a lively scene this morning over the recon- 
sideration ofthe vote of yesterday, defeating 
the general appropriation bill. On this the 
vote stood 78 to 62. The dili then passed bya 
similar vote. The Republicans voted for the 
bill, except Sullivan, who voted with the 


Democrats, and Sloan and Keller, who were 
absent. The Democrats voted against it with 
the exception of Cochennour, who voted with 
the Republicans, and Graham, who did not 
vote. 

The Oglesby Investigating Committee will 
report to the Senate Appropriations 
Committee this afternoon. There will 
be two reports. The majority report 
will completely exonerate the ex-Governor 
and show that he expended nothing that was 
not legitimately covered by the appropria- 
tions made for the maintenance of the Exeou- 
tive Mansion. A minority report will be 
made by Mr. Strattan, who represents the 
Democrats on the committee, and this 
will answer thes majority re- 
port ahd sustain the Charges of 
reckless extravagance made in Mr. Schum- 
way’s resolution which brought on the inves- 
tigation. The Appropriations Committee will 
probably accept the majority report, but the 
minority will likely be carried to the floor of 
the Senate and the fight will end there. 

The Senate to-day did very little of impor- 
tance. The bill appropriating $)0,000 for the 
construction of statues of Lincoin and Doug- 

failed to pass after a wordy conflict.

THEIR GREAT DEVELOPMENT AND THE AD- 
VANTAGES TO ST. LOUIS. 


A Michigan Lumberman’s Observations— 
Prairie and Timber-Belt Farming—The 
Lumber Business Change of Base—Splen- 
did Southwestern Forestse—Increase in 
Sawmilis—Benefits to St. Louis.

oan be equaled by that of any other State in 
the Union during the same period of time. 
We Michiganders consider a great deal of the 
credit as due to us, as we are more 
numerous and represent larger capital 
than the emigrants from any other State, al- 
thougb the Wisconsin and Illinois men crowd 
us very close. Southern Missouri is also 
growing rapidly, owing to immigration from 
the same regions, and the effect will be most 
perceptibly felt when the next census is 


taken. 
PIONEER FARMING. 


»The cause of the large immigration is the 
lack of timber suitable for lumber in the 
North and its abundance in Missouri! and 
Arkansas. Two years ago I went to 
Arkansas to look over the timber, 
and was astonished at what I saw. 


The woodlands of Arkansas, although not as 
extensive as those of Michigan used to be, 
contain far better timber than we ever pro- 
duced in our State, with the exception of 
pine, and the supply Is sufficient to last for 
many years. There is one peculiarity about 
the settlement of Arkansas, which also 
marked the early development of my native 
State, lilinois, which I have never seen in 

rint, but which will be recognized 

y every old settler. I refer to the fact 
that immigrante, for some inscrutable reason, 
always sought the timber, and neglected the 

ra irie country. It is astonishing to see what 
roubie and expense the settlers went to in 
order to grub a farm out of the woodland, 
leaving the rich prairie land untouched. Only 
those who could not obtain a favorable loca- 
tion in the timber belt established themselves 
on n and farms in the latter district 
sold or much less than those in the 
former. The open-ground farmers got 
rich, ‘while those who settled in the 
woodiand were nearly universally bank- 
rupted. In traveling through the State I saw 
hundreds of smal! clearings where once farms 
had been located, but which now are abdan- 
doned, the ruined buildings telling the tale of 
failure, while the girdled trees in the vicinity 
showed that the former inhabitants had in- 
tended largely to increase their cleared land. 

A GREAT LUMBER DISTRICT. 

In the neighborhood of the White River 
the timber is better than anywhere in the 
State, and in quality is as good as the best 
Ozark lumber, while in quantity it is 
far greater. Irode through miles of maple, 
white oak and black-jack woodland, the only 
breaks being those occasioned by the attempts 
to locate tar mes. This was about eighteen 
months ago. There were not more than half 
a dozen saw milison the river, and those of 
small capacity. On the Washita the timber 
was even thicker and the mills thinner, while 
land could be bought at from 50 
cents to $8 an acre, that which from a 
lumberman’s point of view was the most 
valuable being offered at the lowest price. 
This spring I went over the same district and 
was astonished at the change. Every few 
miles along the White River large saw-milis 
were to be seen, and great rafts were coming 
down stream. The hite River is remark- 
able because, unlike most southwestern 
watercourses, it is both narrow and deep. 
The Arkansas, on the other hand, is very 
broad and is everywhere biocked by sand- 
bars. At a low stage of water even a 
log raft is likely to become stranded, and it is 
scarcely navigable by the lightest canoes. 
But the White is passable by steamboats, and 
ifthere were a few falls would be an ideal 
lumber stream. 

»The northwestern lumberers have at last 
recognized the great possibilities of this 
region, and within the last year at least 200, 000 
acres of timber land have been sold, and the 
prices have about quadrupled. Strange as it 
may the lumber output of 
Arkansas the coming year will 
certainly largely exceed that of Michigan. 
Every few miles along the railroad I saw great 
piles of lumber ready for shipment, and yet 
there seemed to be no impression made upon 
the forest. It is safe to say that the oak and 
maple of Arkansas will not be exhausted dur- 
ing the next ten years, 

ADVANTAGES TO Sr. LOUIS. 

Ot course this will have a most 
beneficial infinence on the trade of 
St. Louis, as this city is the natural 
headquarters and point of supply 
ofall thatregion. The landowners are, as a 
rule, poor and have no money to develop 
their farms. But when they can sell their 
timber they have means to invest in live stock 
and farm implements, and from what I no- 
tice I should say that they were doing it most 
it most liberally. I imagine that when the 
yearly balance is cast up by the St. Louis 
muchinery men that they will find their 
seles exceeding those of any previous 
year. The trade in mules shows an even 
greater increase, and the improvement in 
quality is still more marked. The little 
scrubby nig or me formerly so common in 
Arkansas, have largely been replaced by fine, 
large animals, and I learned that nearly al! 
came from this market. The farming area of 
the State will be largely increased, as the out- 
ting off of the timber gives that much more 
land to cultivation. — the out- 
look is most promising oth for Arkan- 
kansas and St. Louis. Thie city, I believe, 
is on the eve of a wonderful increase in 
wealth and population. The country tribu- 
tary to Chicago has been developed to its ut- 
most capacity, and much of it, as witness the 
peninsula of Michigan, is on the down grade. 
On the other hand, the districts tributary to 
St. Louis have scarcely been opened and are 
now just starting in the race. The next cen- 
sus may show no great comparative gain, but 
that of 1900 Will surely see St. Louis far in ad- 
vance of its rival.

A HORRIBLE SUICIDE. 


James Hogan Drops From the Roof of a 
Four-Story Building. 


Oma, III., April 24.—James Hogan, aged 
65, committed suicide in this city last night. 
The old man had been drinking hard all day. 
He was living at a hotel on North Clark street. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock he climbed to the roof 
ofthe four-story building through the sxy- 
light with the avowed intention of 
committing suicide. His friends in

As soon as 
Hogan saw Officer Cook he ran tothe edge 
of the building and, without saying a word, he 
swung himself over, bolding to the edge of 
the building by his hands. The crowd stood 
below in breathless silence. In one brief mo- 
ment the old man loosened his hold and 
dropped backward. His feet struck a ian 
over the third story window and his Rody 
turned a complete somersault, his head strik- 
ing the pavement with a sickening noise that 
could be heard a block away.
